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(F) Any funds made available for the Cen-
tral Intelligence Agency.

(2) AMOUNTS AVAILABLE FOR STUDENTS.—
Any Federal funding specified in paragraph
(1) that is provided to an institution of high-
er education, or to an individual, to be avail-
able solely for student financial assistance,
related administrative costs, or costs associ-
ated with attendance, may be used for the
purpose for which the funding is provided.

(d) NOTICE OF DETERMINATIONS.—Whenever
the Director makes a determination under
subsection (a), (b), or (¢), the Director—

(1) shall transmit a notice of the deter-
mination to the Secretary of Education and
to the head of each other department and
agency the funds of which are subject to the
determination; and

(2) shall publish in the Federal Register a
notice of the determination and the effect of
the determination on the eligibility of the
institution of higher education (and any sub-
element of that institution) for contracts
and grants.
